"Resists of the world, he 
fancied every man who made

HE Falls of St. Anthony re- 
1 ceived thetr name from Father 
Louls Hennipin, a French mithon- 
ary, who travelled inte thefe parts 
abourthe year 1480, and was the 
frit Kuropean ever feen by the 
natives, ‘his amazing body of wa- 
ters, which are above 250 yards 
over, form a moft plealing catara@ ; 
they fall perpendicularly about thirty 
feet, and the rapids below, in the 
Hpac ¢ of 300 yards more, render. the 
ce} eni con liderably oreater ; {o that 
when viewed at a diitance they ap- 
pearto be much higher than they 
really ave. The ie )ve-mentioned 
traveller bas laid them down at 
dvove ixty feet; but he has made 
a greater error in calculating the 
he ght of the Falle of Niagara ;

The country avouad them is ex- 
tremely beautiful. It is not aa 
untoterrupted plain where the eye 
fiuds no relief, but compoied of ma- 
ny gentle afsents, which in the fum- 
mer are covered with the finett ver- 
dure, aad inter{perfed with little 
groves, that givea plealimg variety 
to the profpect. On the whole, 
when the Falls areincluded, which 
may be feen at the diftance of four 
miles, a more plealing and picturef- 
que viewcannot, I believe, be found 
throughout the univerfe. I could 
have wifhed that I had happened to 
enjoy this glorious fight ata more 
feafonable time of the year, whilf 
the trees and hillocks were clad in 
nature’s gayeft livery, as this mutt 
have greatly added to the pieature 
I received ; ; however, even then it 
excecded my warmett expectations, 
I have endeavoured to give the rea- 
deras juft an idea of this enchaating 

‘port as pr Mhidle ; outall dc iptlod, 
whether of the pencil or the pen, 
miuft fall infinicely fhort of the ort- 
ginal. 

Ata little diftance below the Falls 
flands a imal! ifland, of about an 
acre and an half, on which grow a 
great number of oak trees, every 
branch of which, able to fupport the 
weight, was full of eagles nefts. The 
reafon that this kind of pirds retort 
m fuch numbers to this {pot, is that 
they are here fecure from the attacks 
either of man or neat, their retreat 
being guarded by the rapids, which 
the Indians never attempt to pals. 
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Another reafon is, that they hud a 
coatiant fupply cf foud for Urem- 
ielves and ites youl, Pivil) Cite an 
nimals and fiih whica aie cathed to 
pieces by the falls, and criven en an 
nciacent thore, 

Having fatistied my cusiofitv, as 
far ag ihe eye OF man Cdil oe Pailigh 
ea, I pracee led on, {thiaccamoinied 
Bigs youte freud till id Mmacned ie 
piver St. Veancis, near fixiy oiiles 
above the tails. To this river Fa- 
ther Hennipin gave the naine of St. 
Vrancis, and this was the extent of 
his travels, as well as mine, towards 
the north-weft. As the teaion was 
jo advanved, and the weather ex- 
tremely cold, I was not able to make 
fo many odifervations on thefe parts 
as I otherwife thould have done. 

It migit however » perhaps be ne- 
ceffary to oblerve, chat in the little 
tour { made about the falls, after 
travelling fourteen miles, by the 
fide of the Miidppi, 1 cane toa 
river nearly twenty yards wide, 
waich ran fromthe north-ealt, call- 
ed Rum-River. And on the zgoth 
of November came to another term- 
ed Goole-River, about twelve yards 
wide. On the aift I arrived at the 
st. Francis, which is about thirty 


ya ds wide. Here the Milhtipps itfel f 


grows narrow, being not more than 
ninety yards over; and appears to 
be c1efly compoted of fmall branch- 
es, The ice prevented me from no- 
ti@ing the depth of any of thete three 
ri, cts. 

Che country in fome places is hil- 

. but without large mountains ; 
4} the land is to'erably wood, I 
oblerved here many deer and carri- 
boos, fome elk, with abundance of 
beavers, otters, an other furs. A 
jittle above this, to the north-eatt, 
are a number of {mall lakes, called 
the Thouland Lakes; the parts a- 
bout which, though but lttle fre- 
quented, are the bett within many 
miles tor hunting, as the hunter ne 
ver fails of returning loaded beyon 
his expectations.

N my laft addrefs on the 
] utility of cultivating Exotic 
Plarts, 1 promifed to purfue 
the fubjeét, and come now in 
courfe to the Palma-Chrift, 
commonly called the Cafor- 
Oil plant. 

Befides the medical virtues 
of this plant, one great benefit 
may be derived, as it fupplies 
an excellent fuel for the lamp, 
and material for foap. 

The oil is the gentleft, and, 
in fome cafes, the beft cathartic 
that can be given, and bears a 
great price. The leaf is very 
large and beautifu', and there 
is fomething exceeding curious 
in the flower and berry that 
it produces. ‘The leaf is an 
excellent remedy in a violent 
head ach, and all rhumatic 
paius, when taken frefh off the 
plant, wilted by a gentle heat, 
and wrapped a’ out the part 


affected. Another quality of 


the leaf | mu@ mention, for the 
benefic of the ladies, viz. the 
giving a glofs and foftnefs to 
lcacher bottom chairs, preferv- 
ing the black colour, and pre- 


_ venting the raft which is com- 


mon to old black leather. 

If the foil is rich and lighe, 
and has a good proportion of 
{un, an acre thus improved will 
produce as much clear profit as 
a common farm of fifty acres. 

The land fhould be well 

louzhed, and kept free from 
weeds, the feeds fown or plant- 
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ed regularly in rows at 
inches apart, at leaft, and yh, 
diftance between the rows or 
lefs than four feet, and ister 
as foon as danger from froft . 
over. The berries thould be 
picked as they Open, which 
will generally be about the end 
of September ; this mey be tie 
work of children and peifons 
unable to do other bufine(, 
The method of obtaining th 
oil from the berries js by 
expreffion between two goo4 
hot iron plates, but this is not{) 
for medicinal purpofes, as the 
oil thus drawn will foon be. 
come rancid. ‘Lhe otherme. 
thod of obtainin, the oil is by 
fiift pounding the berries ing 
wooden mortar (perhaps grind. 
ing in amill like our common 
cyder mills wou'd be bette!) 
anc boiling them in wate, 
till the oil is all ext ated from 
the berries ; the o1 thus ob 
tained is b<ft for medicine, 

I have never feen th's kin 
of oil ufed in Jamps, but hav 
been informed by a gentlema 
from Jamaica, that they har 
no other light on their plant 
tions. 

I might mention anoti 
thing remarkable in this ule 
plant, and that is, that 
bark of the plant, when ith 
ftood all winter in the grout! 
cleaves from the ftalk, and! 
capable of being made in 
thread, the fibre divides ald 
infinitely, and a thread not bi 
ger than a cambric thread, !

On the MeTraruor. 


HERE is not, berhaps, 
anv figure of fpeech fu 


‘pleafing as the metaphor. Ic 


is at times the language of 
every individual, bur, above 
all, is peculiar to the man of 
genius. His fagacitydifcerns 
not only common analogies, 
but thofe others more remote, 
which efcape the vulgar, and 
which, though they feldom 
invent, they feldom fail to re 
cognize, when they hear them 
from perfons more ingenious 
than ehemfelves. 

It has been ingenioufly ob- 
ferved, that the metaphor took 
its rife from the poverty of 
language. Men not finding 
upon every occafion, words 
ready made for their ideas, 
were compelled to have re- 
covrfe to words analogous, and 
transfer them from their orig- 
inal meaning, tothe meaning 
then required. But though the 
metaphor began in poverty, it 
did notend there. When the 
analogy was juft (and this often 
happenec), there was fome- 
thing peculiarly pleafing in 
what was both new, and yet 
familiar ; fo that the metaphor 
was then cultivated, not out 
of neceffity, but for ornament. 


It is thus that cloaths were firn 
affumed to defend us apaintt 
the cold, but became afterwards 
to be worn for diftinétion ang 
decoration, 

It mutt be obferved, thereis 
a force in the united words 
new and familiar. What 
hew, but not familiar, is often 
unintelligible ; what is fami]. 
lar, but not new, is_ no better 
than commen-place.  Itis in 
the union of the two, that the 
obfcure and the vulgar are Lap- 
plly removed, and it is in this 
union, that we view the cha- 


racter of a juft metaphor. 


But after we have fo praifed 
the metaphor, it is fit at length 
we fhould explain what it is, 
and this we fhall attempt. A 
metaphor is the tran. ferring 
of a word from its ufual mean- 
ing to an analogous meaning, 
and then the employing it, a- 
greeably to fuch transfer.

‘Toe fiiitt clais he calls Pye 
vexia, and gives Vi this cha-acter, 
a trequent pale commg on after 
horror, contiderab'e heat, many of 
tie funétions impated, the ftrength 
ot the limbs efpectally injured, 
Under'this head ave comprehended 
all inflammations, all eruptive dif- 
eijes, all hemorrhages, and prothi- 
via whieh are naturally not bloody, 

The tirtt order of this clafs is 
Fevers in general, A fever, he de- 
fines to be pyrexia without any prt- 
mary local affection, following the 
languor, laiivude and other {ym- 
toms of deo lty. He divides this 
order into: fix genera, and diilin- 
guilhes them into intermittent and 
coutinued fevers, 

The fourth genus of the order of 
fevers he calls * Synocha,’ whofe cha- 
rater is, great heat ; a fequert, 
ftong and hard pulfe ; high colour- 
ed arte; functions of the fenforium 
a litle ditturbed. Practinoners 
connuuly call this mflaumatory 
fevers The fitth genus he calls 
Typhus, which he defines to be a con- 
tavious diteate, the heat not g early 
abovethe natural; the pulfe imall, 
weak, and tor the mult part frequent;

for Lic benefits, and humbly to im- 
plore his protection and faveur ; 
And whereas both Houtes of Con- 
greis, have, by their jomi Comp ittee, 
requefted me to recommend to the 
cople of the Uniee States. a day 
of public THANKSGIVING and 
PRAYER, to be obfe ved, by 
ackiowledying with greatful hearts, 
the many and fignal favouis of 
Almighty God, efpecially by afford- 
ingthem an opportunity peaceably 
toettablifh a form of government, 
for their fafety aud happinefs. Now 
THEREFORE [T co recommend and 
align !}HURSDAY, the Twenty- 
Sixth dav of NOVEMBER next, 
to ke devoted by the people of thet: 
States, to ihe Service of that great 
and glo: ious Being, who is the bene- 
ficent Author of all the good that 
was. that is, orthat will be : That 
wemay then all unite in rendering 
unto him our fincere and humble 
thanks for his kind care and protec- 
tion of the people of this Country, 
Picvious to their becoming a Nati- 
eo :—-for the fignal and manifald 
Mercies, and the favourable inter- 
politions of bis Providence in the 
eouife and conclufion Jf the late 
War; for the gieat degree of tran- 
quillity, wnion aad plenty, which 
we have tince enjoyed ; for the 
peaceable and tational manner in 
Which we have Seen enabled to 
efablith Conftitutions of Govern- 
ment for our fafety and hapiinets,
